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BETWEEN THE ACTS. 
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THE PASSING OF 
LADY GREGORY.

HIS week everyone who takes an interest 

| in the theatre in Ireland will be mourn 
ing the death of Lady Gregorv. 
For over twenty-seven years she was 
the dominating figure in the Abbey 
Theatre, writing its plays, encouraging ts 
actors and actresses, advising its dramatists, 
taking more than her share of its adminis 
trative troubles, and, when the occasion 
arose, either fighting its battles or singing 
its praises. Her struggle with the Lord Lieu 
tenant over the production of Shaw’s “ Shew- 
ing-up of Blanco Posnet,’’ twenty-three years 
ago, was one of the great moments in a 
career that was filled with big events, and 
her victory on that important occasion placed 
the Abbey Theatre outside the control of 
Dublin Castle, as Mr. Yeats’s victory a little 
earlier had placed it outside the control of 
hostile audiences. 


A PIONEER. 
Lady Gregory was the kind of pas that 


Ireland needed most in the early years of 
the present century, and it was to her sug 
gestion that the now-famous Irish drama and 
Abbey Theatre both owe their origin and 
development. It was she who turned the 
thoughts of the dramatist-founders of the 
Irish Literary Theatre towards Dublin; it 
was she who sought and secured the guaran- 
tees that made the venture in Dublin pos- 
sible—probably no other person could have 
gathered about the experiment the support 
of such opposing and diverse persons and 
roups—and it was she who brought popu 
[arity to the Abbey Theatre in its early 
struggling days by her little farces and 
comedies. 

It is not too much to say that she inspired 
the Abbey Theatre; she gave the inspiration 
that led to its foundation, and for the 
greater part of her life she tended it with a 
motherly , fection and care. She was the 
mother co. %e Abbey Theatre, as another 
famous woman of the theatre, Miss A. E. F. 
Horniman, was its nurse. 


LATE DEVELOPMENT. 


There was always some little mystery about 
Latly Gregory's age, but that mystery has 
now been cleared by the official statement 
that she was 80 vears old when she died. 
Reference books—when they gave her age at 
all—gave her birth-date as either 1856 or 
' 1859, but evidently she was actually born in 

1852. This. perhaps, accounts for the: mid 
: nineteenth century folk with whom her plays 
are filled, as many of them seem to have 

been founded upon the memories of her youth 

in Galway. She was 51 years old when her 


first little play was staged in 1903, and she 
was 75 when her latest play was staged at 
the Abbey Theatre. Between 1903 and the 
date of her death she would seem to have 
written (or collaborated in the writing) or 
translated or adapted some 41 plays, of which 
all except four om been produced at the 
Abbey Theatre. To have produced so much, 
while starting so late, is in itself a great 
achievement, but to have given to Ireland 
and to the world a new drama and a new 
theatre may, perhaps, be considered a greater 
achievement. At the moment of its 
triumphant return, the Abbey Theatre Com- 
pany is plunged into this great sorrow, but 
that sorrow will be borne with the know- 
ledge that what lady Gregory created will 
endure, and that the world shares its grief. 


HELP FOR AMATEURS. 


The information that the Carnegie Trust 
has initiated a new competition for amateur 
dramatic societies, to be held annually in the 
County Antrim town .of Ballymoney, will be 
received with delight. That a competition 
for new plays is to be included will bring 
joy to the younger dramatists of the North, 
who deserve more encouragement than they 
receive. The Carnegie Trust has recently 
relieved the Sadlier’'s Wells Theatre of a 
great part of its debt; and last year it paid 
to the British Drama League £627, to the 
St. Fancras People’s Theatre £250, and to 
the Repertory Company at the Bermondsey 
Settlement £25, 

This seems to be the wealthy patron we 
sighed for a week or so ago, and if the 
amateur dramatic societies in Ireland could. 
be induced to join in some kind of centralised 
organisation it is likely that considerable aid 
might be forthcoming from the Carnegie 
Trust. An Irish Drama League, with a first- 
class producer in its service, with a library 
of plays and books about. plays at the dis- 
posal of its members, and, with a stock of 
settings and costumes in its store, would do 
more to raise the standard of amateur pro- 
ductions in this country than any other kind 
of assistance. Such an organisation would 
control competitions and find the trophies to 
be awarded.

Sirn,—Your readers, no doubt, realise how 
harshly the newspaper tax has interfered 
with the earnings of newspapers, and the 
manner in which the public have been pre- 
vented from enjoying the pleasuro derived 
in the reading of their favourite periodical 
and magazine. Further, the children are now 
deprived of their weekly comic paper and 
fuiry tale books; yet we live in a free 
country. The newspaper tax, as it stands, 
iinposes a burden upon the trade that will 
cripple many retailers, and will cause un- 
employment among the ranks of those in the 
employment of wholesale agents at a time 
when there is no chance of employment else- 
where. Although the tax has now been in 
existence for twelve working days, retail 
newsagents are still receiving instructions 
from their customers to cancel orders, every 
cancellation being equal to another reduction 
in wages, while overhead expenses keep soar- 
ing to unknown heights. In my own case, 
I have already lost fifty per cent. of a busi- 
ness that has taken twelve years’ hard work 
to establish. 

If the tax is meant as an effort to cleanse 
the minds and purify the thoughts of the 
people in the Irish Free State, I think that 
representatives of those mostly concerned 
ought to have been consulted. No oppor- 
tunity was given to any section of the news- 
paper trade or the public, and the imposition 
of the tax is a lamentable admission that the 
Censorship Act is a failure. If the tax is

““Casanova,” a play with music, produced 
at the Coliseum, is based on the SR schonreresn 
of a eharlatan who flourished in the 18th 
century, when all Europe was the scene of 
his love affairs.

QUESTION OF PRICE. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the cost of butter 
to the consumer would be 4d. or 6d. per Ib. 
higher here than the world price, and with 
advantage to the creameries. He suggested 
that there had been a failure to adjust ideas 
to the new situation that would be brought 
about by the bill. They should not bother 
any further with the question of storage for 
winter supplies, They were getting 4d. all 
the year round above the world prices, and 
they should leave the question of exports and 
imports to be regulated by the ordinary con- 
ditions of supply and demand. 

The MINISTER said that it was most 
necessary to have complete control over im- 
sorts and exports if the bill were to work.

A DEMAND FOR CENTRAL 
MARKRTING. 


Mr. BLYTHE moved an amendment, the 
purpose of which, he said, was to enable 
the Minister to take active steps to bring 
about the establishment of a central market- 
ing organisation. The bill, he said, would 
introduce an entirely new situation. It 
asked the consumer to pay a very substan- 
tial subsidy to the creamery industry. The 
consumer, acting throngh the Minister, was 
entitled to take steps to see that the results 
which were sought for were obtained. Price 
cutting was frequently attempted by the 
lrish butter trade on the British market, 
and there was great danger that as the 
result of this eubsidismg the price 
cutting would be carried mach farther, 
and that the British, consumer 
get his butter eo oa than the 
irish consumer would. ‘The Minister ought 
to accept the amendment and employ pres- 
sure, or offer inducement to the creameries 
to come together again.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 
BILL.

PROVISIONS EXPLAINED 
BY DR. WARD. 


Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Local Government, moved 
the second stage of the Old Age Pensions 
Bill, 1932. 

He said that Section 3 of the bill dealt 
with the method of calculating the means 
of married couples living together. It pro- 
vided that where one of the parties died thie 
property which he or she left: should not 
ve recognised as the means of the survivor 
for the purpose of reducing the amount of 
the survivor's pension. 

The section dealing with blindness pro 
vided that the same means which was 
calculated to enable a person of seventy 
years of age to receive 10s. a week shouid 
also entitie a blind person to receive the 
pension at fifty years of age. 


BLIND PERSONS. 
Continuing, he said that Section 6 of 
the bill proposed to amend the Act of 1920 
so that the age limit of fifty would be 
reduced to thirty years. In regard to that 
Act, a person had to be “stone blind’’ before 
getting the benefit, and it was decided now 
to include those whose sight was defective, 
but who were able to go about the house 
and perform certain work, but not of an 
earning capacity. Another section gave con- 
trol of pension clerks to the Minister for 
Local Government instead of pension com- 
mittees. 

At present, he said, if a person had 
established a claim to an old age pension, and 
if, through destitution, that person had .to 
enter a poor law institution they would forego 
the pension unless they went into the hospital 
portion of the institation. It was now held that 
these people should not enter the institution ns 
paupers, but as independent citizens, morally 
and legally entitled to the pension, and not 


wanted to keep 


persons in charge of the poor rate. 


ASSIGNMENT OF FARMS, 
The bill also proposed to completely repeal 
Section 7 of the 1924 Act to anak it possible 
for men in rural Treland to assign their places 
to sons at the ages of 70, and to apply for a 
pension without taking into consideration 
the ownership. of the farm when so applying. 
the only criticism was from the Associated 
Chamber of Commerce. A

Lausanne and Washington. 

The Hoover moratorium will expire at 
the end of next month, and already 
America has taken thought for the morrow. 
An arrangement for the resumption of 
War debt payments from Britain to the 
United States is almost complete, The 
terms of the agreement are perfectly clear. 
Washington proposes that the British 
annuities shall be resumed from July ; 
that the amount of the instalments shall 
be increased, to compensate for the 
moratorium ; and that the deficiency shall 
be made good in ten years. The holiday 
from War debts, therefore, 
Britain about £3,000,000 annually. When 
President Hoover's plan was ratified 
last December, Congress declared in 
unequivocal terms that the cancellation 
or reduction of foreign indebtedness was 
outside its intentions. The moratorium 
would be granted, but eventually the year’s 
instalments must be paid. A similar 
arrangement was made on the European 
side, in August, with regard to debts be- 
tween the various European Governments. 
Washington’s present proposal, therefore, 
may be regarded as a simple business 
arrangement to clear up a position which 
has been rather obscure. Yet there is one 
important difference between the present 
agreement and the conditions laid down by 
the European financiers. The Allies’ 
debtors in Europe have known their fate 
for nine months; Washington approached 
its debtors, with a view to a similar 
understanding, only a month ago. 

An announcement of the United States’ 
intentions in the matter of debts was to 
be expected, but it comes at a singularly 
unhappy moment for Europe. If it had 
been delayed for a few niore months, the 
atmosphere at the Lausanne Conference 
would. have been the brighter for the 
absence of one storm cloud. On the other 
hand, Mr. Hoover is in no position to let 
the matter rest even for a few weeks. Ip 
June the party conventions will meet in 
preparation for the presidential election, 
and considerations of party will obscure 
every other issue until that election is 
decided. President Hoover’s Administra- 
tion already has suffered from his 
suppoced tenderness towards his country’s 
debtors. His statesmanlike effort of last 
year to avert crisis from Europe did much 
to shake his reputation in the eyes of the 
Middle-Western farmers. The United 
States to-day is in the throes of the most 
acute depression ; her unemployed number 
nearly twelve million, and the balancinz 
of her Budget is a task of unprecedented 
dificulty. In these circumstances any 
attempt by President Hoover. to increase 
the burden, or any failure to exact the 
uttermost farthing of the foreign debts, 
would be equivalent to political suicide. 
The current of liberal feeling in the 
United States may be in favour of a 
cancellation of the European debt, but the 
outgoing President cannot depend upon 
liberal feeling to carry him back to the 
White House. 

In three weeks’ time the Governments 
of Europe will go to Lausanne, and 
they must go in the knowledge that no 
further respite from their War debts and 
reparations. will be forthcoming. The 
prospect is not exhilarating. When the 
arrangement for the year’s suspension of 
inter-Government payments was reached 


| in London last August the German delega- 
| tion left no doubt of their Government's 


view of the position. They accepted the 
proposals, but they could give no 
guarantee that Germany would be able to 
make any payments whatever when the 
The situation 
remains the same to-day. Britain has 
framed her Budget to allow for the 
resumption of debt instalménts from July, 
but her ability to continue payments 
depends upon Germany's ability to fulfil 
her obligations. lf Germany defaults, 
the burden of tae United States debt 
will become intolerable. The agree- 
ment drawn up by the United States 
is made without prejudice to any modi 
fication of the present system of debt 
that may be made at.Lausanne, but it 
cannot fail to have a depressing influence 
upon the conversations there. With the 
prospect of increased instalments before

Money for Houses. 

Yesterday in Dail Eireann the Minister 
for Local Government announced the 
Free State Government's policy in 
regard to housing. It involves a sub- 
stantial increase of State subsidies to 
local authorities, and an iucrease of 
grants, designed to encourage the building 
of houses both by private persons and by 
public utility societies. Private persons 
who build new houses within the urban 
areas will receive a grant of £60 for every 
house, and the sum will‘be raised to £70 
if the house is built before April 1st of 
next, year, Small farmers, occupying land 
whose valuation is not over £15, will be 
helped by a -iant of £70 a house; if 
their valuation is between £15 and £23, 
the grant will amount only to £60. In 
both cases the grant will be augmented by 
£10 if the houses are built through the 
medium of a public utility society. The 
object of this preference is to encourage 
the growth of public utility societies in 
districts where they: do not exist at 
present.

Poetry in Prison. 


It is said that governors and warders 
of prisons are apt to acquire gloom and 
harshness from their gloomy and harsh 
surroundings. If this statement be true, 
France has furnished the usual exception 
which proves the rule. A small prison 
in South-Eastern France had, until re- 
cently, a governor who was not only 
humane, but a humanist. His consuming 
passion was the Muse of Poetry; and he 
pursued her so ardently that he has lost 
his job. The story is told by the Paris 
Correspondent of The Times. In his 
early stages of verse-writing this governor 
kept his prisoners under strict guard ; 
but soon the sight of iron bars hampered 
his inspiration, and he spent most of his 
time out of doors. Then the prisoners 
began to complain of his neglect; they 
were getting their meals irregularly and 
were deprived of the smaller amenities of 
prison life. The governor, like Captain 
Reece, of the Mantelpiece, was a reason- 
able and kindly man. When they 
complained to him en masse, on a day 
when he did not. happen. to be writing 
verse, he decided that they had the 
right of the matter, and promptly set 
them free. That seemed to be an 
admirable solution of the problem, but, 
unfortunately, - one oí the release] 
prisoners did not play the game; for he 
got into trouble on a new charge. His 
police record showed ‘that he ought to 
have been in prison ; inquiries were made, 
and the governor was brought before a 
disciplinary council. Moved. by his 
lawyer’s eloquent speech on the value of 
poetry in a material age, the council 
confined its sentence to the punishment 
of dismissal; yet we think that fortune 
has dealt grimly with the poetic gaoler. 
If it had been his fate to be behind, not 
outside, the bars of his prison, he might 
have become a famous man. As every- 
body knows, gaols have been the 
birthplaces of great literature, and in the 
stimulus of a cell this custodian of cells 
might have found the one thing needful. 
If Cervantes and Bunyan had been 
gaolers, not pritoners, the world migat 
have lost “Don Quixote’? and '' The 
Pilgrim’s Progress.”’ 


The ‘‘ Wet’’ Parade. 


The American 
their ground for the presidential elections. 
Lately they pressed a motion in the House 
of Representatives deman/ing a tax of 1gd. 
a pint on beer with an alcoholic content of 
2.75 per cent. The effect, of course, would 
have been to legalise the sale of such beer, 
and the motion was rejected by 228 votes 
to 169. Everybody expected some such 
result, but the ‘‘ wets,’’ although beaten, 
gained their point, which was to determine 
positively which members of the House 
were ‘‘ wet and which were “dry.” 
While the motion was before the House, 
a curious parade was being held in New 
York. It was a gigantic demonstration in 
favour of the removal of the twelve-year- 
old ban on beer. The ‘‘ wets ” have found 
a new argument in American distress. 
Formerly, as they show, the United States 
Treasury drew a very large revenue from 
excise duties on liquor, To-day, when 
the country has reached the lowest depths 
of misery known to its history, that huge 
source of revenue is denied. Moreover, 
according to the ‘‘ wet ” argument, the 
manufacture and dispensation of liquor, 
which formerly gave: employment to 
hundreds of thousands of men, would 
absorb a large proportion of America’s 
unemployed millions. In all probability 
the next presidential election will decide

the fate-of the Eighteenth Amendment. ' 


The ‘‘ wets’’’ assault will reach its 
climax, and a defeat probably will leave 
them too tired to take any further action. 
Whatever the result may be, there will 
be no difference in the amount of liquor 
consumed in the United States. The only 
differences will lie in the quality of the 
liquor and in the Government's receipts 
from taxation. , |

ALLEGED CORRUPTION IN

Evidence was given before the Com 
mittee a day or two ago concerning Mr. 
Walker's trip to Europe related to the 
alleged presentation to him of a traveller's 
cheque for 10,000 dollars (£2,000) by the 
promoter of the Equitable Coach Company 
whose "buses are a familiar sight in the 
streets of New York.

The versel was destroyed 
by fire, which is by far the greatest source 
of danger to the modern ship. Cases of 
foundering, collision or wrecking cause 
fewer casualties year by year, but with 
fire it is a different matter, and the 
underwriters have vaid many thousands 
of pounds recently on fire claims. Such 
losses generally are concerned with cargo 
ships, and, as a result, they have attractel 
no great attention. Yet the fire in the 
great French liner has shocked the world, 
and it is not improbable that a question 
will arise whether international action 
shall not be taken to reduce the risk «f 
fire until it approximates to the incidence 
of other dangers at sca. 


Wintry Weather. 


Winter overcoats were common wear 
for men lere to-day, vhile women again 
donned their fur coats to withstand the 
almost glacial blasts from the north. It 
was colder here at nine o'clock this morn- 
ing than it was at Christmas; the ther- 
mometer stood at 47, as compared with 
50. while South Farnborough had ten 
degrees of frost on the grass. All ex- 
pectation of an early and warm summer 
has been dropped for the moment, as the 
weather experts are quite unable to say 
more than that the cold spell was unex- 
pected, and indications are that there will 
be no immediate improvement. 


British Miniature Painters. 


British miniature painters are facing a 
crisis, Sir Nevile Wilkinson, K.C.V.O., a 
vice-president of the Royal Society of 
Miniature Painters, has expressed pub 
licly his consternation at the report that 
the Royal Academy does not propose :o 
include miniatures in its forthcoming ex 
hibition of British art at Burlington 
House. A well-known member of the 
Society said to-day that he was disap- 
pointed keenly in the representation of 
miniature paintings in the present Royal 
Academy. For years, he declared, there 
has heen no recognised miniature painter 
en the Selection Committee of the 
Academy. ‘‘I consider this fact alone to 
he an insult to this ancient and truly 
English form of art. I hope the pablic 
will not completely judge the standard 
of British miniature painting by the few 
works exhibited in this year’s Academy. 
Those responsible for the selection of re- 
presentative British exhibitions seemed 
deliherately to wish to ignore the work 
of British miniature painters.’

The Ministry of Transport has just 
issued new regulations to meet the situa 
tion arising from the exhaustion of the 
double letter registration marks for motor 
cars. In accordance with expectations, 
the new identification marks will be 
based on the principle of those allotte:

COUNSEL’S ADVICE TO 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS. 


The emergency committee.set up by the 
Irish Local Government Officials’ Union 
to deal with the question of the proposed 
reductions in salary has been making a 
careful examination into various aspects 
of the matter. 

Steps have been taken with a view to 
countering any attempt that may be made 
to give effect to the decision of the Govern- 
ment, as outlined by the Minister for 
Finance in his Budget statement. 

Local. officials hold that they have con- 
tracts of service with their employing 
authorities, and that both sides are 
morally bound by the stated and implied 
conditions of such contracts. The Minister 
for Local Government has a power of veto 
on such contracts before they become 
effective. In the opinion of eminent 
counsel, his power ends there. 

The Executive Council, as such, is 
vested with no power to interfere in any 
way with the conditions of service of the 
officers of local authorities.

ULL co-operation with the Common- 
wealth and the other States in the 
Premiers’ Conference plan for financial 
rehabilitation. the reform of the Legis- 
lative Council, the removal of public 
services from political control. and the 
repeal of the Lang socialistic legislation 
were foreshadowed in a speech in which 
Mr. Stevens. the New South Wales 
Premier, outlined the policy of the new 
régime set up following the dismissal from 
office of the extremist Labour Premier, 
Mr. Lang. 

The default had led to the collapse of 
the major sources of revenue from Govern.

DEATH OF FAMOUS GERMAN 
ADMIRAL.

BERLIN. Wednesday. 

The death occurred at Altona to-day of 
Admiral von Hipper, who was in charge 
of the German naval raid on Scarborough 
and the Hartlepools in December, 1914. 
Admiral von sesh afterwards com- 
manded the cruiser squadron at the 
Battles of the Dogger Bank in 1915 and 
the Battle of Jutland in 1916. 

For his action in the latter operation he 
was decorated by the Kaiser. 

Admiral von Hipper was one of several 
German admirals whose surrender was 
demanded by Great Britain. 

After Admiral von Hipper had bom- 
barded Scarborough in 1914, he made 
another attempt on January 24th, 1915, 
but was intercepted at the Dogger Bank 
by the then Vice-Admiral Beatty, and in 
a running fight the German battle cruiser 
Blucher was sunk. 

It was also Beatty whom von Hipper 
had to face at the Battle of Jutland. 
Within half an hour of the pe jen of 
the battle Beatty had lost the Queen Mary 
and the Indefatigable, and the Lion had 
received a heavy blow. Von Hipper was 
leading Beatty towards the German 
main fleet, when the news reached Beatty 
that the British Grand Fleet was near, 
and the situation was changed, During 
the battle von Hipper’s flagship was hit 
forty times.

The Government have examineil care- 
fully the present position in regard ‘to 
houging, and are satisfied that increased 
State subsicies are necessary to enable 
the provision of all the houses needed, 
and that increased grants, are tequired 
to encourage private persons and public 
utility societies to jcin with local authori 
ties in the provision of the houses. 

Jt »s the intention of the Government 
te make money available for, and to sub 
sidise, building to the fullest extent 
necessary to enable the complete solution 
slums and general housing 
problems in the shortest possible period. 


EARLY LEGISLATION, 


Legislation will be introduced without 
delay to enable the payment of sub- 
stantially increased subsidies to local 
authorities for schemes under the Hous- 
ing of the Working Classes (Ireland) 
Acts, 1890 to 1931,.and the Labourers 
(Ireland) Acts, 18845 to 1951, and it 1s 
hoped that in anticipation of this legis 
lation local authorities will push on at 
once with substantial schemes, so as to 
take advantage of the favourable building 
season. The increased subsidies for loca! 
authorities will be applied retrospectively 
to cover such schemes as may be pro 
eeeded with in anticipation of the pro 
posed legislation. 


GRANTS TO PRIVATE 
PERSONS. 


As to private persons, it is proposed to 
make State grants of the following 


amounts available :— 
For new houses in urban areas—£50 per 


house.

For new houses in rural areas (a) for 
small farmers whose valuation does not 
exceed £15—£70 per house; (b) for 
small farmers whose valuation exceeds 
£15. but does not exceed £25—£60 per 
house ; (c) for all other persons—2£49 per 
house. 

For reconstructed houses in rural areas 
on holdings not exceeding £25 valuation 
—£40 per house. 

With a view to encouraging the forma- 
tion in rural areas of public utility socie- 
ties, with the special object of advising 
and assisting small farmers in the build- 
ing of houses, it 1s proposed to 
increase the grants of £70 and £60 for 
small farmers to £80 and £70 respectively 
in cases where the houses are built through 
the medium of such societies 


SPECIAL GRANTS, 


It is also proposed to make special 


grants available to pas utility societies 
building houses for letting in urban areas. | 


To encourage private persons in urban 
areas to undertake work at once, the grant 
¢ £60 proposed to be made available may 

e increased to £70 for completion of the 
houses before Ist April next. 

It is the intention to apply the new scale 
of grants for persons and public utility 
socteties so that houses commenced on or 
after the 12th May, 1932, may qualify for 
them. Grants at the rate of £45 per house 
will be made available for persons who 
failed to complete houses in time under the 
Housing Acts, 1929 and 1930, and for 
ersons who began houses under the 
Maine (Miscellaneous Provisions). Act, 
1931, before the 12th instant. 


PROPOSED LOANS, 


Loans*will be issued to local authorities 
in both urban and rural areas on the 
annuity system, and the State subsidies 
will take the form of substantial annual 
contributions towards loan charges. 

Loans will also be made available to 
private persons for the erection. or pur- 
chase of houses for their own occupation 
under the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts, 1899 to 1931, so that with the aid of 
a grant and a loan a private person with 
no capital may build a house for himself 
and have it at a reasonable annual cost. 

In order to assist the development of 
industry in the production of. native 
building materials, the payment of State 
grants and subsidies to persons, public 
utility societies and local authorities 
building houses will be conditional on the 
use, as far as possible, of certain native 
materials to be specified.

COMPLEX. 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN said that he had no 
doubt as to. the meaning that was. attached 
by both parties to Article 4 of the Treaty 
at the time it» was signed. No one now 
doubted that both parties, when they signed 
the Treaty, believed that the Oath was to be 
compulsory. But that did not matter now, 
when they had reached a stage when the 
question was what. the British Government 
and the plain people of Great Britain thought 
of the action hy the Free State Government. 
The British people were patient, but they 
were strangely emotional, and the results of 
their emotion lasted very long. The bill, in 
its incéption, and in most of the arguments 
by which it had been supported in the Dail, 
was founded on a total misconception of the 
nature of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. No wise statesman, who understood 
the nature of that Commonwealth, could have 
adopted the procedure adopted by the present 
Government. As long as the partnership of 
the Commonwealth remained each partner 
had absolutely equal rights, and each partner 
nation was independent within its own 
borders, subject only to this—that it could 
not, while it remained a partner, violate an 
essential condition of the partnership with- 
out the consent of the other parties. 

Two of these conditions of partnership were 
fundamental. The first was allegiance to a 
cominon king; the second, the duty of friend!y 
consultation with ail the other members of 
the partnership before taking amy action on 
a matter of common concern. Allegiance to 
& ommon King was the only “outward and 
visible sign ” of this partnership of nations, 
und it was (difficult to see how some resoc- 
nition of that allegiance (not necessarily bv 
an oath) could be excused or avoided, ut 
that was a matter for consultation betwee: 
the parties. He believed that the refusa) of 
the Free State Government to negotiate was 
a bad case of inferiority complex. 


THE SENATE’S DUTY. 

The Free State was a partner equa! in fact 
but who was not conscious of its equality.
